drawn at Washington out of the 
total of 10,500 will iirovidel 
enough men to fill the new army; 
aftei' allowance for exemptions.! 
From these 1000 numbei s only I 
.;74 fell within the range of mmi- 
bcM's regi.'itei'ed in this district. 
And in the 374 numliers first 
drawn from this district only 10 
are held Ijy Sierra Madre men.

The district (piota of men to 
be furnished is 158 men. If the 
exemptions provt* so numerous 
that this number cannot be se¬ 
cured from the 374 men called 
for examina-^ion, more will lie 
called in the order in which their 
numbers were draw n. 

Apparently no oHicial an¬ 
nouncement has been made as to 
credits for men already enlisted. 
The quotas for men to be fur¬ 
nished are calculated foi’ the dis¬ 
trict as a whole, and presumably 
credits for enlistments will be 
given on the same basis. 

Individual Notice 

Each man summoned for ex¬ 
amination will receive personal 
notification by mail. The day 
and hour for his ai)iK'arance w 
l)e named. Unless he apix;ars 
then for the legular formality, 
he will be designated for service 
without regard to later exeiii))- 
tion claims. 

NEXT STEP FOR THOSE 

DRAWN IN DRAFT CALL 

Now that the numbers have 
been drawn indicating the order 
in which those chosen are to a]> 
j)ear for examination, the (pies- 
tion as to the sul)sequent pio- 
cedui’e ai'ise.*?. To make this 
deal' Provost Marshal General 
E. H. Crowder, in chaige of the 
selective draft for the United 
States army, has issued the fol¬ 
lowing instructions to govern 
all cases of the draft and claims 
for exemption. 

If you don’t know your posi¬ 
tion, go to your local lM>ard and 
find out the order in which you 
stand for call. 

The office of the exemption 
board for the Gth Los Angeles 
County District, in which Sierra 
Madre is located, is at the city 
hall at Alhambra. Bulletins will 
be posted in the Sierra Madre 
jjost office as soon as received. 

As soon as quotas are assigned 
to each state and district board, 
each board will call upon pei so/is 
w'hose cards are in its jurisdic¬ 
tion, instructing them to pre.sent 
t h e m s e 1 V es for examination. 
This call will be posted at the 


lK)st oliice of the local board and 
the pu|X3is requested to print it. 
A notice will al.so be mailed to 
yon, l)Ut the iwsting of the list 
will be ileemed sufficient notice 
to charge you with the duty to 
pie.senting yourself. The law' 
to charge you with the duty of 
inform your.self when you are 
called. The mailing is for your 
convenience, but if the letter 
never reaches you, that cannot 
Ijo accepted as an excuse. 

Wach the lists at the oHice of 
your iMiard and see when you 
are called for examination. 

Von must leport for physilcal 
examination on the day uuU houi' 
named in your summons. 

(a) If you are found physic¬ 
ally di.scpialified, the board will 
give you a ceititicate which will 
explain to you what your fur- 
tbe»- duties ai'e. 

(b) If you are found physic¬ 
ally (pialifed and file a claim for 
exemption within seven days af¬ 
ter yoiu' call, you will be given 
ten ilays after filing your claim 
of exemption to file proof in sup¬ 
port of your claim of exemption. 

(c) If you are found physic¬ 
ally qiialifieii and file no claim 
foi' exemi)tion, and if you do not 
api)eai' for phy.sical examination 
yoiii' name will be |K)sted in the 
district l)oai(l as one who was 
called for military .service and 
was not exemjded or di.scharged. 
On the eighth day after call, oi- 
w ithin two days thereafter, cop¬ 
ies of the list of ixjrsons .so 
|K).sted to the disti ict boards will 
be given to the press, with a re¬ 
el nest for publication, will be 
l) 0 .sted in a place at the office of 
the local board accessible to the 
pul)li( view, and notice will be 
mailed you at the address on 
your registration card. 

Watch the hulletin.s, and if 
you are leaving home arrange 
f«»r the forwarding of your mail 
so that you will not fail to re¬ 
ceive your notification.

Although there was an at¬ 
tendance of only about thirty at 
the meeting of the Civic League 
Monday evening, there was a 
profitable discussion of the ques¬ 
tion, “Why does not Sieina Ma¬ 
dre grow faster?” 

President Johnson had some 
difliculty in ijersuading people to 
unburden themselves. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that one rea¬ 
son for many petty animosities 
that ciop out ovei- public ques¬ 
tions is the inclination of most 
peoi)le to discuss their oi)inions 
with oidy a small coterie of 
friends instead of coming out in 
the ojxm and talking frankly for 
the general welfare. 

I'F W. Camp said he was not 
.so interested in having Sierra 
Madre a largej- town as in hav¬ 
ing a better town. In response 
to a request for particulars he 
sixike of un.satisfactory handling 
of the water situation, lack of 
.sidewalks and unkempt condi¬ 
tion of the place where the side¬ 
walks ought to be, and the un¬ 
attractive condition of stieets 
generally. 

President Johnson jiointed out 
the fact that there is an abund¬ 
ant water supjily, the real prob¬ 
lem being one of distriliution 
with-an adequate .system of 
pijxjs. He said he believed the 
citizens would have to prepare 
them.selves to decide between a 
bond is.siie and direct taxation to 
put the system in proiK*r con- 
.'lition. 

.Mr. Camp then suggested that 
the trustees hire a hydraulic en¬ 
gineer to make a survey and 
recommended a definite pro¬ 
gram of action. 

K. M. Ham mentioned the poj)- 
py day plans of the Board of 
Trade as an enterprise having 
for its object the beautification 
of Sierra .Madce and Ijeing some¬ 
thing in which all could unite 
and forget past differences over 
other matters. By the time they 
had put it through successfully 
he lielieved they would be .so 
united that they could tackle 
other prolilems in projier spirit. 

Many others participated 
briefly in the discussion, which 
gave promise of a successful de¬ 
velopment of the public forum 
idea. 

The memls'is present voted to 
take a lecess for the summei', 
the next meting to l)e held on 
the last Monday in September. 


South America’s “River of 
Doubt” has a rival in the Hum¬ 
boldt Rivei' in Nevada which 
comes forward with an entirely 
new claim to di.stinction. The 
Humboldt River flows .south¬ 
westerly through the central 
iwrtion of Nevada near the line 
of the Southei n Pacific Railroad. 
The liver is declared to be, in 
lK)int of size and length, the 
crookedest river in the world. It 
is so crooked that sportsmen 
bring strange tales of fish and 
game that liecome confused in 
trying to follow the river’s 
course and act as though intoxi¬ 
cated. 

At one place adjacent to the 
railroad, between two points two 
and a half miles apart, the 
river’s length is eight miles and 
by actual count its course is al¬ 
ternately north twenty-five, east 
eighteen, south thirty and west 
forty-one times; also it may be 
stated that at thirty-three diff¬ 
erent jioint.s it is within one hun¬ 
dred and fifty feet of itself, the 
current flowing in opixisite di- 
restion by these ix)ints. 

This runaway river” crosses 
the Southern Pacific tracks 28 
times nece.ssitating as many 
bridges costing in all $654,000. 

By way of showing how com¬ 
pletely “locoed” it is, tlu> Hum¬ 
boldt ends it course liy running 
into the middle of the desert and 
cork-screwing its way out of 
sight in a huge sink. 

On account of its devious way 
this stream is a siwrtsman’s par- 
adi.se. Ducks and geese after 
following its treacherous course 
a short distance, become deluded 
and forget their direction, re¬ 
turning five and .six times to the 
ix)int at which they were dis- 
turlx?d. Fish experience the 
•same difficulty and become ix?r- 
plexed so that they refu.se to 
swim. The Indians have di.s- 
covered this and sinqily net the 
fish while they are dazed.

BASKETBALL INV ENTER ! 

AT ARCADIA CAMP;

Dr. James Naisniith, inventor! 
of the game of basket ball, will' 
speak to the enlisted men at Ar¬ 
cadia Monday evening undei' tiie: 
auspices of the National \\ ar 
Work Council of the Young 
Men’s Christian association. His 
subject will be “The Ideal Sol¬ 
dier,” and from his many years 
experience as professor of phy¬ 
sical work at the University oi 
Kansas he has come into con¬ 
tact with thousands of men who 
have profited by his instruction. 

When the summons came to 
Dr. Naismith to devote a portion 
of his time to work among the 
soldiers, he responded immedi¬ 
ately. He has addressed men at 
many of the training camps 
throughout the country and is 
just now making a tour of the 
West at the request of A. Mc- 
Carl, executive secretary of the 
National War Work Council, 
Western Department. He spoke 
recently before the Reserve Oi- 
ficei's Training Camp at the Pre¬ 
sidio, San Francisco, and Ijefore 
the men at Camp Fremont, Palo 
Alto. 

Following his address at Ar¬ 
cadia, Dr. Naismith will leave 
for San Diego to speak to the 
troops quartered there. He will 
later address the drafted men at

Wash., when they are assembled 
there. 

Dr, Naismith came into par¬ 
ticular prominence in 1901 when 
he invented the game of basket¬ 
ball. The need for some recre¬ 
ative sport during the period be¬ 
tween the baseball and football 
seasons piompted Dr. Naismitii 
to set about the task of filling 
that gcip. While sitting in his 
oliice in Springfield, Mass., the 
idea came to him that was work¬ 
ed into basketball. 

He took from Rugby the 
method of serving the ball, ex¬ 
cept that he eliminated the long 
double lines of men and utilized 
only two men, putting the ball 
into play by throwing it in the 
air. He eliminated the rough¬ 
ness of football by doing away 
with the tackling. 

Two peach baskets were set 
up on posts for goals. It was 
from this that basketball was 
evolved and Dr. Naismith states 
that the basic principles of the 
gtune have never been changed 
since the day he invented it, 

“For years,” says Dr, Nai¬ 
smith, “the old peach basket 
method was employed until fin¬ 
ally the bottom was cut through 
and the ball allowed to pass 
through the goal nets. The 
game filled the gap which ex¬ 
isted at that time in our athletic 
sijorts and interest in it soon be¬ 
came intense. Today basketball 
is quite a recognized sport.

FOREST FIRE SEASON 

NOW MOST DANGEROUS 

Forest Service Organization Is 
On the Alert To Prevent 
Damage 

The Forest Fire season in Cal¬ 
ifornia is now at its height ac¬ 
cording to the local olfice of the 
Forest Sei’vice and for the next 
six weeks forest fires will, no 
doubt, be more numerous and se¬ 
vere than heretofore, unless ut¬ 
most care with camp fire, match 


and tobacco is exei cised by trav¬ 
elers in the forests. 

The need of care with fire was 
never before so urgent declaie 
the forest officers, since fires not 
only destioy gi'eat quantities of 
stock feed and water shed bi ush 
covering, but the fighting of the 
fire takes the labor of many men 
at a .season when their labor is 
needed in the harvest fields. 

On the National Forests in 
Califoinia, so far this season, 
al)Out one hundred fires have oc- 


cured, the most of which were 
less than a quai ter of an acre in 
area. 

Two fires, however, on the 
Santa Barbara National Forest 
in June burned over 24,000 and 
10,000 acres each of brush 
watei-shed. They were the 
largest fires in the history of the 
Forest Service in this state. 
These fires were greatly in¬ 
creased by the wann weather 
and high winds that occured at 
the time. Wind and temi>era- 
ture are closely related to fire 
devastation, so much so that the 
\\’eather Bureau, on the ap¬ 
proach of a period of high tem¬ 
perature or winds, sends out 
warning to the forest officers. 

Although no official figures are 
available as to the extent and 
number of fires so far this sea¬ 
son outside the National Foi-ests 
there is no doubt but what they 
have been more numerous and 
severe than the fires within the 
National P'orests, owing to the 
lack of organized fire prevention 
and control systems in many 
jiarts of the state. 

In 1916, the Forest Service,

through its fire prevention or-| 
ganization, managed to keep the j 
damage down to less than $28,-1 
000.00, although more than ’ 
1300 fires occured. Ihe fire^ 
fighting methods of the Forest 
Service depend largely upon pre¬ 
liminary planning for their elfi-i 
ciency. ! 

Plans are drawn up before the ; 

! lieginning of the fire season— j 
no details are left to chance.: 
Mountaineers, millmen, loggers, I 
and ranchers are organized ini 
volunteer fire fighting bands and; 
supplied with the necessary 
tools—shovels, axes, hoes, saws ^ 
—and instructed as to their 
i movements when the alarm is! 

I sounded. Agreements are made j 
I with transportation agencies,, 

I auto stage lines, packers and liv- ^ 

! ery men to assemble and trans- j 
port the fire fighters at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice. The name of every 
available fire fighter is card in- j 
j dexed. Storekeepers, supply 
stations and resorts are early in i 
the season supplied with a list 
i of food stuffs that may be need- 
j ed and in a few minutes after a 
j fire is reported fully equipped; 
file fighters can be started from ; 
the mountain towns to the fire, j

Quick and ea.sy means of com-; 
munication and ti’ansportation is 
the “ABC” of fire control and, 
therefore, thousands of miles of 
trail have been constructed in all 
parts of the eighteen National 
Forests in this state. .\Iore 
than four thousand miles of tele¬ 
phone lines have teen strung 
fiom lookout houses to ranger 
station.s—from rangei’ stations 
to Supervi.sor s offices. 

In the high Sierras a forest 
lookout, or fire spy, has under | 
constant surveillance the areas 
to which fire is a menance. 
From daylight to dark, he is con¬ 
stantly watching for the tell-taie 
smoke. Lookout houses are 
placed uixm high peaks, in 
tops of trees, or steel towers, 
and, as a rule, are little more 
! than a square box-like structure 
whose four sides are chietiy 
windows set so low that even 
i while cooking and eating tne 
lookout man may glance from 
time to time at the forests. 

Eighty-five meen keep watch 
' owr California’s National For- 
; ests, or eighty-four to oe exact, 
for one lookout is a woman- 
! Miss Helen Daggot—on the Kla¬ 
math National Forest. The fire 
patrolmen, guards, rangers, and 
supervisors numter about five 
hundred. 

i Contrary to popular opinion a 
i forest fire is seldom, if ever, put 
; out. Rather, a fire is surrounded 
! by a fire line or trail and thus 
kept from spreading. A fire line 
! may be a path only a few inches 
wide, scraped through the need- 
: les to the mineral soil beneath, 
. or it may be a huge swath yards 
I wide extending for miles on each 
I side of the fire. From tnese 
I fire lines back fires are set and 
; it is on these lines that the fight 
! is made. 

I In heavy timber, when wind 
I and weather, combine to forest 
I destruction, no fire line is al)so- 
i lutely certain to hold. Fires in 
the easteni and northern forests 
of the United States have oeen 
known to burn for weeks, or un¬ 
till they ran out of fud or the 
rains put them out. Twenty- 
five million dollars is the damage 
annually done by fire to the ma¬ 
ture timber of the United States.

EDITORIAL CHAT 


RANDALL LANDS ON WET CONGRESSMEN 

One of the most impressive expressions of the demand 
for war time prohibition was a compilation of several hun¬ 
dred telegrams introduced into the Congressional Record by 
Congressman Randall. Among the signers are six railroad 
presidents, many bank presidents, a score of college presi¬ 
dents, and such individuals as Luther Burbank, Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, Booth Tarkington, Louis F. Post, David R. Foi gan, 
John D. Rockefellai', Jr., etc. Ministers are conspicuously 
absent from the list, but there are the leaders in all branches 
of business, science, education and economics. 

A lew days later a Massachusetts congressman made 
a speech objecting to the introduction of miscellaneous mat¬ 
ter into the Record, paying particular attention to this com¬ 
pilation of telegrams. But he entirely overlooked .some 67 
pages of matter introduced into the Recoi-d as extension of 
the remarks of Representative Meeker of Missoiui against 
jirohibition. Replying to the Massachusetts congressman, 
Mr. RandidI said it seemed sti’ange that it was only the pro- 
hibition demands that .seemed to offend him but that there 
was nothing to be criticized in extending rcmark.s against 
prohiliition to the extent of 67 pages. Mr. Randall then 
read a news item clipped from the Kansas City Post in re¬ 
gard to the Meeker speech. In a suit filed in the Kan.sas 
City courts, a newspapei- man named Conwell claimed that 
lie had been hired to write that speech liy the president of 
the Kansas City ilreweries Co., for Congressman Meeker. 
He saitl he was to have been jiaid $1600, that he was actually 
paid ,$200 after the .speech had been pidnted in tlie Record 
and widely circulated under congressional frank, and that he 
had lieen unable to collect the balance due him. Mr. Meeker 
denied the man named in the item wrote the speech— 
luit did not as.sert it was the child of his own brain.

SIX RULES FOR PREV ENTING FIRES IN THE MTS. 

1. Matches—Be sure your match is out l)efore you throw it 
away. Matches whose heads glow after the flame is out 
are dangerous. 

2. Tobacco—Throw pijxj ashes, and cigar or cigarette stumps 
in the dust of the road, and stamp or pinch out the fire 
before leaving them. Don’t throw them into brush, 
leaves or needles. 

3. Making Camp—Build a small ciunp fire. Build it in the 
open, not agaitist a ti’ee or log. nor within fifteen feet of 
standing brush. Scrape away the trash frPm all around 
it. 

4. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short 
time, without quenching it with wate'’ and then covering 
it with earth. 

.5. Bonfires—Bonfires aie not permitted on the Angelus 
National Forest. 

6. Fighting Fires—If you find a fire, try to put it out. If 
you can’t, get word to the nearest U. S. Forest Ranger 
or State Fire Warden at once. Keep in touch with the 
rangers.
